Denny In Upheld. 

Although Chairman J. J. Flynt, 
of the state democratic executive 
committee. took issue with Attorney 
General R. A. Denny Tuesday in 
his opinion that the women of the 
state could vote in the September 
primary without registration, the 
opinion was favorably commented 
on by leading lawyers and jurists 
throughout the state. . 

One eminent.superior court judge 
' declared that he had reached prac- 
tically the same view as that taken 
by @™r. Denny several weeks ago. 
The only doubt expressed by scme 
lawyers was that opening the polls 
for the voting by any class without 
previous registratic- might lead to 
eonsiderable confusion. 

Chairman Flynt said that, to al- 
tow the women to vote in the pri- 
mary without registration, would, 
in his opinion, be destructive of the 
white primary and would result in 
such turmoil and confusion as the 
state had never seen. He took the 
position that the nineteenth amend- 
ment simply gave the women the 
right to vote, but did not give them 
the power to vote. 

“To enable them to vote,” he add- 
ed, “they must have qualified just 
as all other voters must have qual- 
ified. ,Any other construction of 
the law is childish. Any unregis- 
tered person can vote in Septem- 
ber, if the women can. All unreg~. 
istered white men, all unregistered 
negroes, qualified otherwise, could 
vote for the simple reason that they 
have the same right under the 
United States constitution to vote 
that the women now have.” 

No Reply From Denny. 

When told of the position taken 
by Chairman Flynt, Attorney Gen- 
eral Denny laughed and said that 
he would not have any reply to 
make. He said that his opinion 
stood for itself, the views contain- 
ed therein had not been reached 
without most careful study and in- 
vestigation of authorities, amd that 
he would not be led into any con- 
troversy over the matter.

TUMBLE IN PRICES 


By Refusing to Pay “Ex- 
cessive Prices”—That Is 
Opinion of the Féderal 
Reserve Board. 


Washington, August 31.~—Refusal 
of the’ public to pay “excessive 
prices” caused a continuation of the 
downward trend of values in Au- 
gust, the federal reserve board de- 
clared in its monthly review of busi- 


ness conditions issued tonight. The 
board added that the reaction 
against prices had beéew accompanied 
by a general slowing up of demand 
in the wholesale fleld and by slign! 
evidences of unemployment in some 
sections. 

The board's views on the nation's 
business generally were more op- 
timistic than recent expressions ani 
indicated an expectation of more 
stability in industry and commerce. 
While the review mentioned signs of 
a conclusion of the transition pe- 
riod, it countered with the state- 
ment that progress in that direction 
is slow and “much still remains to 
be done” before the country can be 
said to be on a stable basis. The 
hopeful assertion was made, how- 
ever, that the readtustment had 
continued consistently. 

“In the agricultural regions,” the 
review declared. “the promising crop 
prospects have given a much more 
hopeful turn to affairs and have 
tended to minimize “the. broader 
questions of price adjustment. money 
rates and industrial unrest. In those 
parts of the country the paramount 
idea is production on a large scale. 
accompanied by improvement -of 
transportation and labor conditions. 


Underlying Situation Sound. 


“Where the processes of distrib- 
uting and financing are more im- 
portant, the prospect for improve- 
ment is less immediate, aithough 
fundamental. conditions are slowly 
improving and the underlying busi- 
ness situation is usually described 
as sound.” 

Transportation continued ham- 
pered during August, the review 
said, adding that although shipments 
were moving with increased celerity, 
much dissatisfaction still existed in 
all sections. This condition was said 
to be noticeable particularly in the

Harris, a son-in-law of the late 
Joe Wheeler, was the adminis- 
tration candidate against him 
and beat him.

The national treasurer said Sen- 
ator Weeks, of Massachusetts, had 
reported more than 7,000 subscrip- 
tions from that state which was 
ten times the number of any pre- 
vious campaign. The  contribu- 
tions from the state of Washing- 


‘ton were the first ever received 


from there by .the republican na- 
tional’ committee, he said. Not a 
single contribution of more than 
$1,000 has come from New York, 
but Mr. Upham was not familiar 
with the identity of the contribu- 
tors. 

“There may be a_ contribution 
there from John D.: Rockefeller for 
all 1 know,” he added. 

Chairman Hays resumed the stand 
to furnish Senator Reed informa- 
tion as to the committee’s budget 
for advertising in foreign language. 
lie said the party had no appro- 
priation for that purpose, but hoped 
to use more of its funds in that 
direction, having an item of $40,- 


000 which perhaps might become 
available. In that connection, Mr. 
Hays turned over to the commit- 
tee a letter from an advertising 
agency which stated that the dem- 
ocratic organization was planning 
to insert 1,000 inches of advertis- 
ing in “the best foreign language 
newspapers.” He said advertising 
experts had told him there were 
-41 publications which might be 
placed in such a category and that 
it would cost $235,000 to carry out 
the program outlined in the letter. 

Senator New, of Indiana, head of 
the speakers’ bureau of the repub- 
lican national committee, was call- 
ed to testifv as to the salaries paid 
campaign speakers. He said he had 
n'-- ed to pay some few speakers 
who could not afford to devote 
time from. their regular work to 
campaigning. He promised to turn 
over to the committee all his cor- 
@espondence with such men. 

Hall Tried Both Parties. 

Senator Edge, republican, New 
Jersey, asked Mr. New if there 
were any cases of speakers seek- 
ine work from both major par- 
ties. The witness produced corre- 
spondence with Professor John O. 
Hall, formerly of Williamette unl- 
versity, Salem, Ore., which, he said, 
furnished an example of that prac- 
tice. 

The correspondence showed that 
Frofessor Hall was recommended td 
Senator New by Congressman Nel- 
son, of Minnesota, as a speaker fit- 
ted to address Scandinavian audi- 
ences. Senator New wrote Profes- 
sor Hall asking the terms on which 
his assistance could be obtained. 

Replying fram Washington, D. C., 
where he was employed by the ship- 
pine. board, Professor Hal! s-'* his 
“democratic friends’ had offered 
him $7,500 and expenses and were 
willing to give him $10,000 for cam- 
paign work on behalf of the demo- 
cratic ticket. 

“A good appointment after the 
campaign of non-political charac- 
ter’ was also mentioned as part of 
the offer. Professpr Hall wrote, 
however, that he preferred to work 
for the republicans; that he be- 
lieved in their principles, and ad- 
mired their candidate, and had been 
a republican up to eight years ago.

$700,000 Added to Fund. f 


Seven hundred thousand dollars 
was added to the republican cam- 
paign chest figures presented by 
Chairman Hays yesterde- when 
Treasurer Upham revealed today 
that the republican senatorial and 
congressional campaign committees 
are to raise independent funds . 

He testified that the national 
committee had agreed to loan thr 
senatorial committee up to $500.- 
000 and the congressional commit 
tee $200,000 to be returned when 
thev collect their own funds. 

Mr. Upham explained that only 


$600,000 of the loans could actuallv 
be spent in the 1920 campaign, as 
the senatorial committee was to get 
only $400,000 before November 2. 
The other $100,006 is to be used to 
finance future campaigns. 

Senator Reed, ecress-examining 
Mr. Upham, brought out the fact 
that money advanced the two com- 
mittees was on straight loans and 
was not included in the budget of 
approximately $4,000,000 which 
Chairman Hays told of yesterday. 

“Where will they get the money 
to pay back these loans?’ Senator 
Reed asked. 

“From republicans,” 

“That means ‘they will raise that 
money in addition to the budget 
Aleta and return it to you?”

He asserted he believed the 
league propaganda was being fi- 
nanced by British interests. The 
proof stated that the plates would 
be sent “fon order of an individuai 
interested in the league of nations. 

The committee summoned the 
Western Newspaper union heads.

Judge Mayer refused a request 
from Commissioner Barrett to treat 
wtih the strikers and took occasion 
to denounce them for “breach of 
contract.”

MacSwiney Lingers 
On Brink of Death 
In British Prison 


Condition of Irish Lord 
Mayor Such That He 
May Die at Any Mo- 
meat. 


London, August 31.—Terence Mc- 
Swiney, lord mayor of Cork, who is 
in Brixton. prison in a critical coy- 
dition as a result of his hunger 
strike, passed a slightly better day 
Tuesday. There was little change 
except that the prisoner has devel- 
oped symptoms of neuritis in the 
arms. Mrs. McSwiney remained at 
her husband's bedside tonight. 

The lord mayor’s sister, Mary, who 
visited him, said he was ‘growing 
weaker and that “the end may 
come at any moment.” 

An official who saw MacSwiney 
today, described his condition as 
being like that of a “man on 
a precipice,” adding .that “the 
slightest breeze might) blow him 
over at any -time.” 

MacSWINEY GREETS 
FELLOW STRIKERS. 

Cork, August 31.—Several of the 
hunger striking prisoners in the 
Cork jail are declared to be at the 
point of death.

BOSTON LONGSHOREMEN 
STRIKE FOR MacSWINEY, 

Boston, August 31.—The protest 
against England’s treatment of 
Lord Mayor Terence MacSwiney of 
Cork took* form here today when 
eighty longshoremen at the Hoosac 
tunnel docks in Charlestown re- 
fused to continue loading the. cargo 
of the Nitonian, a British ship. 

The action came after women 
sympathizers had picketed the 
docks. They were led by Miss Shei- 
la Rossa, actress, who is appearing 
in “Kissing Time” at aBoston thea- 
ter, and a grandniece of O*DoOnovan 
Rossa, the Irish patriot. 

The pickets bore placards which 
read: “Don’t trade with murderers.” 
“Help MacSwiney fight the small 
nation’s battle.” “Machine guns for 
the Irish. Did our boys die for 
this?’ 

The longshoremen walked. out 

amid a big demonstration from the 
pickets and a big crowd which 
gathered. They listened to speeches 
by Miss Rossa, Mrs. B. H. Salvage 
and John P. McCarthy, who _— said 
that an appeal had been made to 
Washington to “stop the Belfast 
murders.” 
‘ McCarthy told the strikers and 
other longshoremen that President 
Wilson was ‘the undertaker of 
democracy,” and that “he sold out 
democracy for one night’s lodging 
in Buckingham palace.” 

Miss Rossa, who is a niece of 
William R. Sorsby, former United 
States minister to Bolivia, said she 
was willing to die for Ireland. She 
predicted that by Christmas time

INDUSTRIALS LAt 


Transportation of Almost 
Every Class Is Active 
Tuesday, as Rest of the 
Stock List Hesitates.

New York, August 31.—The cleav- 
age between rails and industrials, 
which has been the conspicuous fea- 
ture of recent sessions of the stock 
market, became more clearly de-;

Outstanding features of today’s 
inquiry comprised the preferred 
shares of St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco, St. Louis Southwestern, Chi- 
cago and Alton, St. Paul, Baltimore 


and Ohio, Kansas City Southern 
Western Marylanag, Wheeling and, 
Lake Erie and Seaboard Air Line, at 
gross advances of 1 to 3 points. Rep- 
resentative rails were featured by 
Union Pacific, Southern Pacific, Ca- 
nudian Pacific, Reading, Norfolk and 
Western and Atlantic Coast Line at 
1 to 2 point gains. 

Popular steels and equipments 
were relatively backward with oils, 
But the secondary motors and their 
accessories, also shipptngs and kin- 
dred specialties, were frequently 
the objects of bearish pressure, con- 
tributing to the market's irregular 
close.

New York, August 31.—The raw sugar 
market was weak and more or less de- 
moralized today with a further sale of a 
small lot of Peru sugar in port at 9%c 
c. 1. f. to an operator, which is about %c 
below the price prevailing yesterday for 
the same sugar. While there were no sales 
of Cubas or Porto Rico sugar today, the 
decline in the full duty sugar noted above 
had a depressing effect and it was inti- 
mated that holders might accept a bid of 
9%c for Cubas cost and freight, although 
the only bid in the market by any refiner 
was &c. 

The market for refined was also very 
much unsettled and a reduction of one 
cent in fine granulated was announced by 
one of the leading refiners. Although oth- 
er refiners did not reduce their list prices, 
it was generally believed that one of them 
at least would accept orders at the lower 
basis. Prices. now range from 16.00 to 
17.10 for fine“ granulated. Even at the 
lower level, however, there was no increas¢ 
in the demand, which is being supplied 
by second hand sugars that are offered 
as low as 16c. 

The werkness in the raw and refined 
markets led to further selling pressure in 
sugar futures, and the market closed at a 
net decline of 25 to 50 points, with only 
a small speculative trade.
